Potter's gun waa 
abot out of kla ricbt hand, and as 
he reached wHb bla left to anatch 
the one In Slona'a dead hand an- 
other ball buratad tka bandlaa from 
a ravolvar in bis hip pookat. Saa- 
Ins that thara was no cbanea tor 
him unlaaa be withdrew, be sat 
ftbout ratraating, dodging behind 
trees, rocks, etc., and while mak- 
ing hia escape he waa shot three 
tlma*. But he was not disabled, 
and traveled a mile, mainly on hia 
hands and knees, toward BIkborn 
City. 

The bnndltH niahod forwiinl, aelr.- 
«d the f»tupeiled Kirl jiiut dragged 
her across the lino into Virginia to 
bar father's hou»i', meaning to keep 
her as a shield aitainat tha atUcks 
of officers In pursultBut she escap- 
ed and found her way back through' 
tha Notch to the Kentucky aide. Sha 
overtook Potter's looaa horaa one 
and one-half miles down the moun- 
tain side, and mountaing it gallop- 
ed Inta Rlkhorn City iwlth the news 
iof the triigedy. A small party of 
men went In search of Potter end 
tlu' ulher two men, believing all 
throe to bo dead. But Potter was 
found two miles out trying to reach 
the settlement. He was Immediate- 
ly removed to tha hospital at Elk- 
horn, where ha underwent an opera- 
tion, and 2S buokabot wore remov- 
ed. 

The other two bodies were found 
also and brought In. Ramey wuh 
burled there, tout Slone's body was 



brought to PlkevUle for interment. 
Potter waa alao brought here, but 
bis caae la a«»t aarioua, and bla 
physician says be will soon be out 

of danger. 

Meanwtjjle the outlaws had made 
good their escape Into the moun- 
lliln fastnesses of tlie ('nmbciland, 
land early In the afternuun a party 
of about fifteen men were sent In 
pursuit, but with no bucceas. On 
Monday a sum of money was con- 
tributed by the peopia otJWkborn 
to aid in the eoBtMli||lfit the 
search. Brltt Potter||Pip|Kr of 
Mart Potter, tbe woundea officer, 
and John Addlngton, both former 
revenue men. chartered a train at 
Jenklna and came Hi to PIkevllle. 
They were Joined by James McCoy 
aud seven other men. and on Tues- 
day they boarded the afternoon 
train, armed with rlfleu and revol- 
vers prepared to make a thorough 
search for the tfo men who they 
believed to be In hiding on the Vir- 
ginia aide. Potter, Addlngton and 
McCoy and their men lost no time 
at aikborn City, but, baatily snatch- 
ing up a small quantity of previa- 
iuns. they plunged Into the moun- 
tains, carrying with them the griai 
determination not to return to 
PIkevllle until llie miirduruus gang 
of moonshiners had been talien. 

They crossed one of the ridges 
of the mountain and cami>ed In tj^e 
wikkIh thai night. Un Wedncaday 
iuornlng tbe party struck the uu- 
mlatakeable trail of the kavdlta. and 
at 10 o'clock overtook Hvat Hall, 
the tether. Jao. Hall. Sol Hall. Har- 
lan and Riley Hall, tbe brothers, 
and the wife of the negro, Tom 
Riddle. These wfre arrested with- 
out any difficulty and brought to 
PIkevllle wMhout 4Uiy difficulty by 
H detachment from the searching 
party under the direction of Brltt 
Potter. Tliey returned to tbe scene 
of the hunt by the rooming train 
Thuraday, and they will not give up 
the search until the two principals, 
Dave Hall and the negro Riddle 
have been captured.

Over the forty miles between 
Dante, Va., aud KIkborn, Ky., rail 
road building operations tor the 
Carolina, OUaehfleld and Ohio's ex- 
tension to connect with the Chesa- 
peake and Oklo ayatem are now la 
full awing. It la one of tbe longeat 
forty mllea for rail road baUdlag 
anywhere In the United BtMea. NW 
fewer than twenty-one kolea in the 
mountains, one a mile and a half 
long, must be bored to let tke line 
through. One rough and ragged 
stretch follows another the whole 
way. There will be enough grading 
and bridging tu sufrtoe for many 
times tbe same mileage on an or- 
dinary line. And the difficulties are 
greatly Increased by the neceBslly of 
building a railroad for tbe heavies^ 
hauling with the lowest grades; this 
aeetlon will be of flrat-dhss stand- 
ard conatruotiott in every respect 
like tke line beween Dante across 
the North Carolina moantalns to 
Spartanburg, eharaeterlaed by solid 
hills Inatead of even the beat tres- 
tle* and everything else that beflta 
a road dealgned primarily for the 
long-diatanee transporattlon of coal. 
Tbe cost haa been unofficially eitl- 
nuilcd lit r">.00«.000, or |iari,000 a 
mile. It needs very strong financial 
backing. wh\ch the Cllnchtield hu. 
to do such things. 

But the benefits in prospects from 
the extension are more than propor- 
tionate even to thia extraordinary 
expense. Halting at Dante, the 
OUnchfleld haa ita northern termin- 
us In the back wood*, It get* no- 
where In that direction jadag couth- 
ward alone. OonBeetlnc with the O. 
& O. at Elkborn, It gains an outlet 
to the Qreat Lakes and the whole 
Middle West. Thereby It becomes 
the shortest, most direct, best-built 
line between that great region and 
;the South Atlantic *ute*. It ahould 
ibe able to do a great buslnea* of ev- 
«ry kind, eapadattjr la connection 
twlth the Faaama Oanal. Products 
of tke South and the Middle XTest 
will be directly exchanged, and coal 
shipments can flow both way*. Much 
greater importance will attach to tbe
